Knox made it'p la in today that 
while he supported the loan group

“ The important relief work being 
done in Vienna was that of the' Am­ 
erican Relief Administration at its 
various childfeeding stations. 
Some 
300,000 children were being fed at 
the time, but this number was to be 
reduced, temporarily at least, when 
the harvest W arn e available. The 
men in charge of the American Re­ 
lief work were the best koi-1 ot Am 
crieans, devoted workers, cften 
on 
the job from 
early * morning until 
late at night. In most cases the Am­ 
erican Relief 
Administration 
food 
was practically all the children had, 
their parents being unable to feed 
them because of the excessive ex­ 
pense of food and the fact that such 
large numbers were out oi work, re 
ceiying only the inadequate govern 
nient unemployment allowance.*’ 
Commenting on Hungary, the re­ 


port says: 
“ In Budapest, as in \ ierna, 
the 
work of the American Relief 
Ad 
ministration ap|>eared to me excel 
cut, owing to an admirable person 
nel and the minimum 
of expense 
The 
Hungarian 
government 
had 
donated to the relief administration 
large sums of money monthly 
to 
enable it to make its work more ef­ 
fective and fa r reaching. The child­ 
ren few w;ere of all classes, a very 
large proportion being Jews. I men­ 
tion this fact only because allega­ 
tions have been made that the Hun­ 
garian government 
interfered with 
the relief of the 
Jewish 
children. 
This was em phatically denied 
by 
American relief workers. 
As to Poland, the S ta ti Depart­ 
ment ollicinl reports: 
“ The need of relief in W arsaw in 
September appeared to oe quite as 
imperative as in 1 ienna. 
Poland is 
an agricultural country and should 
be self- supporting so far as food 
supplies are concerned. At the mo­ 
ment, however, gradually recovering 
from repeated 
invasion, 
a 
large 
number of its agricultural workers 
killed 
or driven from the country, 
its situation is desperate. 
“ The work of the American Relief 
Administration in Poland was being 
carried on very effectively and ec­ 
onomically. It is true to say that in 
Poland the American Relief 
Ad­ 
ministration alone is saving the lives 
of the coming generation. Any dim- 
uniton of 
this 
work 
a l the time 
would mean disaster.” 
Summing 
up, 
the 
report 
con­ 
cludes : 
“ My impression in all these coun­ 
tries was that the work of the Re­ 
lief Administration was carried out 
in fine American spirit by men well
